 SEVERE FIGHTING AT 
KUPEIKOW.

NO PLACE OF ORIGIN,

J. VENTS reported from the Far East 
mark an unexpected flare-up of the 
embers of the Sino-Japanese war. They 
are that Chiang Kai-shek, Generalissimo 
of the Chinese National Army, has per- 
sonally assumed command oí the forces in 
North China, and is throwing his own 
divisions into the fighting. 

Peking, where the news has fallen like 
a bombshell, anticipates that this means 
operations on a large scale in North 
China, Fierce fighting raged for hours 
today for possession of the famous 
Kupeikow Pass, which Japan claims to 
have completely occupied at 2.30 this 
afternoon, The whole of the Great Wall 
is now, it is stated, in Japanese hands, 
and therewith ‘firm control of Jehol 
Province. 

Japanese headquarters at Tokyo 
announce that General Kawahara com- 
pleted the occupation of Kupeikow at 2.60 
p.m. to-day (local time). The Japanese 
now admit that their previous claim to 
have captured Kupeikow was premature 
It seems that, so far, they had only 
succeeded in capturing the outer defences. 

They declare that they have been meet- 
ing with stiff resistance from Chang Hsueh- 
liang’s troops to the north of Kupeikow, 
where their casualties in a single «ngage- 
ment were more than twice their entire 
losses from the outset of operations to the 
fall of Jehol City. The Chinese, state 
Japanese reports, were holding excellent 
defensive positions, and were well sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition, In 
addition, the topographical features 
rendered the storming of Kupeikow by a 
frontal attack extremely difficult. 

It was this difficulty which led the 
Japanese Government to instruct its Lega- 
tion at Peking to attempt to negotiate the 


withdrawal .of the Chinese troops con- 
centrating around Kupeikow. If this 
démarche failed, the Japanese, 16 was 


authoritatively intimated, ‘were contem- 
plating approaching the British Minister, 
Sir Miles Lampson, and asking him to 
use his good offices. Otherwise, the 
Japanese military authorities asserted, 
they might be compelled to send troops 
ria Shanhzikuan for the purpose of 
taking the pass from the rear. 


JAPAN'S ANXIETY. 


The spokesman of the Japanese Foreign 
Office took care, however, to emphasise 
his Government's anxiety to avoid extend- 
ing operations into China pe With 
Kupeikow in Japanese hands the concen- 
tration of Chinese troops south of the 
Great Wall would not much matter, the 
spokesman observed. i 

The same authority then made the 
striking announcement that the Chinese 
were rushing several divisions from South 
to North China, concentrating them at 
Miyun and other points. This seems to 
be preparatory to an attempt to re-enter 
Jchol, he said 

The Jatest indications are that the 
Japanese may now attempt to negotiate 
the creation of a neutral zone along the 
Great Wall from Shanhaikwan westwards, 


with mutual guarantees of non-aggression. 


It was reported to-day from Peking 
that the resignation of Chiang Hsueh- 
liang, the ‘‘ Little Marshal,’ who has 
been commanding the Chinese troops. in 
North China, has been accepted, and 
Chiang Kai-shek, Generalissimo of the 
Chinese National Army, will take the fiel<l 
and the command at Kupeikow, 


TERRIFIC ATTACK, 


According to Chinese reports from 
Kupeikow the Japanese launched a terrific 
attack on the Chinese lines of defence at 
dawn this morning. Fierce fighting ensued

LOS ANGELES, Friday. 

An earthquake of great severity shook 
the entire city at 5.55 (Pacific time) this 
evening. The ‘quake lasted for several! 
minutes, violently swaying in a north to 
south motion. | 

People everywhere 
nearest support as bui 
and strength swayed. 

A certain amount of material damage 
was immediately seen on Broadway, and 
the street car traffic was stopped. i 

White-faced crowds ran into the streets, 
Which were packed with thousands of 
jostling, panic-stricken people, often meet- 
ing forcibly at corners. 

San Diego also rocked, but the first re- 

rts do not indicate the amount of 
moll there. ' 

It: is impossible as yet to learn whether 
there were any casualties here. 

The shock occurred at a time when the 
down-town streets were crowded with 
thousands of workers. 

All traffic at once came to a standstill. 

On the east side, in the poor sections, 
lights went out and windows were broken. 
Ambulances were rushed to the affected 
area. 

Several persons were taken to hospital 
who had been rescued from the fallen 
walls of the old Chamber of Commerce on 
Broadway. 


FURTHER SHOCKS. 


A second shock of lesser intensity dis- 
turbed the city at 6.5 p.m., and a third 
major shock occurred only five minutes 
afterwards. 

A further pause of five minutes, and 
a fourth shock happened. The old police 
station on Broadway crumbled. In the 
south-west section of Los Angeles, near 
Inglewood, heavy damage is reported. 

Yet a fifth shock occurred six minutes 
after the fourth, and a sixth twelve 
minutes later still. 

Although ‘there are still no reports of 
loss of life, the area afiected is so large 
that it might be hours befote reliable re- 
ports are available. 

Along the riverside the shock was the 
severest for ten years. 

A later message says that one person 
was killed and many injured in the shock 
at Santa Anna; 156 persons were re- 
moved to hospital. 


LONG BEACH AND 
HOLLYWOOD. 


It is feared that the centre of the shock 
may have been Long Beach. 

The earthquake caused damage in Holly- 
wood. Hundreds of cinema workers, 
together with directors and stars, ran into 
the streets when plaster rained from the 
walls of the make-believe houses on the 
“ sets.’ 

Two hundred employés of the Edison 
Company, according to an unconfirmed 
report, were caught in the collapse of a 
power plant on Terminal Island at San 
Pedro. 

Two tanks of the Union Oil Company 
are also reported ablaze. 

During the evening there was an almost 
continual sound of police, ambulance.and 
fire department sirens as they responded 
to rush calls, 

The Carnegie Library was wrecked and 
a number of churches were damaged. 

At San Pedro one person was killed and 
another seriously injured. 

Several people are reported ‘killed «ut 
Long Beach. 

From Wilmington a tremendous fire in 
Long Beach business district is visible. 

The United States battle fleet in Los 
Angeles Harbour has rushed marines and 
bluejackets to Long Beach.

POWERS. 


The Times in a leading article to dy on 


| President Roosevelt's new powers says :— 


Mr. Roosevelt is showing his capacity for 
resolute action, and his readiness to take 


great responsibilities upon “his own 
shoulders. He asks Congress to pass, 
without delay, legislation defining the 


broad principles on which the amount ol 
pensions and other benefits to War 
veterans, and the salaries paid to the civil 
and military employés of the Government 
should be fixed. The adiministrative de 
tails, he proposes, should be left to the 
Executive to determine, with a due sense 
of its responsibilities both to the people 
affeéted and to the nation. The economies 
secured should, he says, take effect at 
once, and not be left for the beginning of 
another financial year. 

A third message is expected to follow, 
asking for a grant of no less than five 
hundred million dollars for the maugura- 
tion of a great scheme of public works as 
a step towards the solution of the un 
employed problem. Here, again, he seems 
to contemplate asking (Congress only for 
approval of the principles on which he 
roposes to act, and to take upon himself 
Fall responsibility for their application x 
prac.ice. In ordinary times such methods 
would be resented by Congress as an 
audacious attempt to usurp dictatorial 
powers, but the times are not ordinary, 
and there is every indication that he will 
be given all the authority for which he 
asks. Indeed, the very audacity of his 
leadership seems to be bringing about a 


revival. of confidence already, and to be |

TAKEN OVER. 


YESTERDAY’S - DRAMATIC 


DEVELOPMENTS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. : 
BERLIN, Friday. 


ITLERISM is ‘marching on,” and 
to-day all Germany is “ under the 
sign of the Swastika.’’ The latest develop- 
ments are as follow :— 
1—The Governments of Saxony 
Baden have resigned. 
2—The administration of Saxony has 
been taken over by the Reich representa- 
tive, Herr von Killinger, who has 
appointed Nazis to take charge of the 
Ministries. 
3—The formation of a new Government 
in Baden is under way. 
4—It can be regarded as virtually cer- 
tain that new Governments will be formed 
both in Bavaria and Saxony without new 
elections, but on the basis of Sunday’s 
election, thus giving the Nazis everywhere 
predominance. 


PAPERS SUPPRESSED. 


5—The Berliner Tageblatt, Germany’s 
famous Liberal newspaper, ha> been 
suppressed for three days. No reason is 
given for the suppression. 

6—The entire Catholic Press in Upper 
Silesia has also been suppressed for three 
days. 

7—The American Consul, Mr. Meseer. 
smith, visited the Berlin Police President, 
and made serious representations about a 
brutal attack on an American couple who 
own a house in Berlin. 

8—-Various large stores and Jewish 
owned shops in Berlin were again picketed 
by “brown shirts,’’ shouting to the public 
not to buy in Jewish shops, but the police 
dispersed them after some shops had 
temporarily closed their doors. 


MAYORS ARRESTED, 


9—Various municipal officials of Berlin, 
including the Mayors of two suburbs, have 
been arrested. 

10—Numbers of men who applied to the 
Czech and Austrian Consulates for, visas 
bear evident traces of haying been heaten. 

11—In Breslau the manager of a theatre 
was dragged from his house by uniformed 
Nazis into a forest and there ‘‘ beaten up ”’ 
until a policeman rescued him. 

12—The Bavarian Minister of the In- 
terior, Herr Stuetzek, was dragged from 
his house at 2 o'clock <n the morning and 
taken to the “ Brown House,’’ where he 
was maltreated, before being released. 


SEVERAL MEN SHOT, 


At Wansee, outside Berlin, the bodies 
of three men who had been shot were 
found to-day. - It is not yet known whether 
a political crime had been committed. 

Two Communists were shot dead on their 
way to Lunbach, while attempting to 
escape, as police says, | 

One man was shot dead at Oppau in the 
Palatinate during the hoisting of a Nazi 
flag on the Town Hall. 

The Socialist Mayor had opposed this, 
whereupon it came to a dispute, resulting 
in a man being shot: 


PRIEST BEATEN, 


Dr. Ulitzka, a Catholie priest, who 
vigorously agitated for Germany during 
the plebiscite days in’ Upper Silesia, has 
had to receive police protection against 
Nazis. 

He was addressing a Centrist meeting in 
Gleiwitz when suddenly the doors of the 
hall were burst open and 200 Nazi storm- 
troopers began to disperse the audience. 

Dr. Ulitzka was entering his motor car 
when he was badly beaten up by the 
Nazis before the police were able to pro- 
tect him. ' 

Reichsbank shares, which dropped from 
150 to 140 per cent. yesterday, suffered a 
further set-back of 6 points on to-day’s 
Bourse.

Without Styria and without Nazi help 
the Heimwehr could achieve nothing. 

“We have no need of illegal measures 
at present, at any rate,’’ said Herr 
Frauenfeld, ‘‘ and we shall only esort to 
them if all attempts to secure recognition 
of our strength by legal means shal] have 
failed. 

“ We demand the customs and political 
union with Germany to the fullest degree. 
We wish to tecome again what we once 
were, the Ostmark (eastern border country ) 
of Germany. Economically and politically 
we should be one, but there might be some 
form of local autonomy for us, as for 
Bavaria. This union is a matter of both 
economic necessity and of natural senti 
mental feeling. We belong together. 
Austria can no longer stand alone as a 
small nation, whose foreign policy any 
other nation can dictate. We must take 
it for granted that France and Czecho 
slovakia will be annoyed; but, in any

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
i N application was made on behal of 


Joseph Leddv, of Fenaghbeg, County 
Leitrim, for liberty to extend the time 
within which he could apply to have tried 
by a judge with a jury an action which has 
been brought against him by Mrs. Mary 
Reynolds, of Ballinamore, Co. Leitrim, claim- 
ing damages, under Lord Campbell's Act, 
for loss suffered by her and her children 
through the death of her husband, who, she 
stated, lost his life by the unlawful act of 
the defendant in shooting him on the 14th 
February, 1932. 
Mr. Barra O Briain (instructed by Mr. 
Cathal L. Flynn), who made the application, 
said that the action arose out of an incident 
during the general election of 1932, when | 
Patrick Reynolds was shot dead. The de- | 
fendant denied that he unlawfully shot dead 
Patrick Reynolds, and pleaded that he did 
the acts complained of in necessary and 
lawful self-defence. He had not complied 
with the Rules of Court regarding an ap- 
plication for trial by a judge with a jury, 
and in his affidavit he stated that he was at 
all times desirous of having the action tried 
with a jury. Unfortunately, certain difti- 
culties had arisen shortly before the 15th 
February, 1933, between the solicitor theu 
acting for him in the action and himself, and 
at the time his solicitor was threatening to 
discharge himself out of the action. By 
reason of these difficulties he changed his 
solicitor on the 7th March, 1933, and through 
a mistake and error on his own part no 
notice in writing signifying his desire to 
have the action tried by a jury was given 
to the ‘plaintiff, as required by the Rules of 
Court 

This was a class of case, said Mr. O Briain, 
which the law treated as being peculiarly 
fitted to be tried by a jury. There was at 
all material times a bona fide intention on 
the part of the defendant to apply for a 
jury, and his failure to apply was due to a 
genuine mistake or error. 


JURY TRIAL WANTED. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the case 
was in the list for trial during the present 
sittings. What, he asked, was the mistake? 
Was the defendant under any misapprehen- 
sion about his rights’ 

Mr. O Brian said that the mistake was 
not having complied with the Rules of Court. 
The defendant stated that it arose from the 
fact that he was unable to have a case to 
advise proofs submitted to counsel. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Is there any sugges- 
tion here that a judge sitting without a jury 
could not properly try any question arising 
out of the acts complained of? 

Mr. O Briain said that he did not suggest 
that, but he did suggest that this was a type 
of action which was recognised by the law of 
this country as being peculiarly fit for trial 
by a jury.

Mr. Justice O’Byrne-—With respect to the 
law, may I say I do not accept that? The 
law of this country gives parties certain 
rights to have a jury in cases such as this, on 
certain conditions, and you have not com- 
plied with such conditions. 

Mr. O Briain said that there were certain 
questions of fact arising in this case which 
faised a very serious issue for the defendant. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., who, with Mr. J. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C.. and Mr. T. J. Smyth (in- 
structed by Mr. Peter Canning), appeared for 
the plaintiff, opposed the application, and 
said that, assuming the facts were as stated 
in the defence, the question whether Leddy 
was justified in shooting Reynolds was a 
question of law which never would get to the 
jury. The question that would go to the jury 
would be a question of damages, and a judge 
would be a proper person tu assess damages. 
There was no suggestion that the solicitor 
who had been acting for the defendant did 
not know the rules with regard to getting a 
jury. 


DELAY. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the pleadings 
were closed on the 7th December, 1932, and 
on the 4th of February of this year notice of 
trial was served by the plaintiff. In that 
notice the plaintiff required that the action 
should be tried by a judge without a jury, 
and on the service of that notice it was com- 
petent for the defendant, within a period of 
four days, to serve a notice requiring that 
the action should be tried by a jury. The 
defendant did not do so, and now applied 


have the action tried by a jury. 

If the defendant had served notice in 
proper time, it would have been possible to 
have had the action tried during the present 
sittings, but he delayed until the 7th March 
to serve the notice which was now before his 
lordship. In the meanwhile, the jury trials 
for the present sittings had been concluded ; 
the jury panel had been discharged; the 
action had been set down for trial by a judge 
without a jury; it was one of the first cases 
in the list for trial, and, in the ordinary 
course of events, would probably be tried. one 
day during the coming week. In these cir- 
cumstances ought he to accede to the 
defendant’s application ? 


fact. that the matter out of which this cause 
of action had arisen was so much in the nature 
of a criminal act, and he thought that acts of 
that kind were peculiarly matters for a jury.
